Dear Mr. Evers: 

The Office of Government Ethics (OGE) has searched and has not located any 
records responsive to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request, which was 
received by the OGE FOIA Office on July 7, 2017. In your request, you asked for the 
following records: 

1. Calendar entries reflecting any meetings or phone calls between any of the 
individuals listed in Appendix A and (i) President Trump; (ii) any private attorneys 
acting on behalf of Donald Trump; (iii) or any members of the Trump campaign, 
the Trump transition team, or the Trump White House. 

2. Communications relating to requesting, scheduling, accepting, or declining 
meetings or phone calls between any of the individuals listed in Appendix A and (i) 
President Trump; (ii) any private attorneys acting on behalf of Donald Trump; (iii) 
or any members of the Trump campaign, the Trump transition team, or the Trump 
White House. 

3. Any communications, or memorializations of such communications, between any 
of the individuals listed in Appendix A and (i) President Trump; (ii) any private 
attorneys acting on behalf of Donald Trump; (iii) or any members of the Trump 
campaign, the Trump transition team, or the Trump White House.

U.S.C. § 552a and 5 C.F.R.§ 2606.204 of OGE’s Privacy Act regulations, you may 
administratively appeal this determination to the Program Counsel, U.S. Office of 
Government Ethics, 1201 New York Avenue, N.W., Suite 500, Washington, DC 20005- 
3917. Any such appeal must be in writing and must be sent within 90 days of the date you 
receive this response letter. If you do appeal, you should include copies of your request and 
this response, together with a statement of why you believe this initial determination is in 
error. Also, if you appeal, you should clearly indicate on the envelope and in the letter that 
it is a “Freedom of Information Act and Privacy Act Appeal.”
